■ QO.ODING - During the holidays last 
year, Linda Wildman lay .on the couch 
while relatives engineered the season’s 
festivities. ’ 

There really wasn’t much for the Good- 
ing family to celebrate. Wildman - 
daughter, sister, wife, mother, aunt - was 
in the lost stages of kidney failure after 17 
'' ycarq of struggling with a deteriorating 
disease. .

For the past seven months, Wildman 
has 1 been getting stronger after her older 
sister, Cathy Thompson, .donated a kidney 
to her. 

“She said she didn’t need it, she just 
goye me her old spare parts,” said 41- 
ycar-old Wildman, adding “grutefurisn’t 
a strong enough word to describe her feel- 
ings,- . .

TOKYO (Ap) — The prime minister 
will quit trr April and hand his jot over to 
Trade Minister Ryutnro Hashimoto in an, 
effort to boost the governing coalition's 
chances of winning the next election, 
Japan’s largest circulation newspaper 
reported Sunday. 

The Yomiuri Shimbun quoted unidenti- * 
fied government and party- sources as say- 
ing the plan was agreed upon by leaders of 
the coalition’s ;thrcc parties. The deal 


would- have to be approved by 
Parliament’s lower house, but that would 
be just a formality since the coalition con- 
trols 292 of its 5 11 seats. 

But Kyodo News Service quoted Prime 
Minister Tomiichi Murayamn as saying 
there was no such agreement. Party lead- 
ers could not immediately be reached for 
comment. 

Murayamn heads an unusuol coalition 
of his Socialist Party, another minority 


party . and the Socialists' longtime archri- 
vnls, the conservative Liberal Democrats 
who ruled Japan alone for nearly: four 
decades before falling in elections in 
1993. - - . . ' 

But the 71-year-old leader is not seen as 
the best man to lead the coalition into the 
next clccrion in which the Socialists are 
expected to lose scats. 

As leader of a declining left-leaning 
party.'he’s not the best spokesman for an 


essentially conservative codlition. When, 
the party aligned itself with the conserva- 
tives, it lost-some of its (raditionalbacking 
but did not pick up new supporters.' 

There has been persistent speculation 
that Murayoma would step down in favor 
of a Liberal Democrat, the largest party in . 
Parliament, -especially since- that party 
sorted out its own leadership problems by 
choosing Hashimoto as’its leader in 
September.

Democracy battles ‘Foe of the Century’ 


Ifbascball can bc.cmployed as an analogy 

for the human condition, then the ycar^yill ex- 
pire at midnight Monday was definitely not a 

pennant : winning season for. the cause of • 

• democracy. 

But who’s keeping score? 

Actually, somebody is, A New York-based 
organization named Freedom House has been 
following the winning streak of democracy 
closely ever since the Berlin Wall crumbled in 
1 989 and the Soviet Union collapsed two years 
later. 

Those two breakthrough victories were suf- 
ficient to convince a number of hard-nosed po- 
litical scientists to jump oh liberty's bandwag- 
on. Some brash historians even rushed to dc- . 
clarc that the great ideological contest of the 
last two centuries had been decided once and 
for all, with democracy entitled to uncork the ' 
champagne anticommunism relegated to the 
cellar of the Global Leagup. > 

But 1 995 offered some’sobering evidence * 
that the old boll gome is still far from over. 
Democracy’s White Sox arc clinging to a slim 
lead in the late innings, but. the Black Sox arc 
mounting a serious comeback and the home - 
team’s bullpen is young and unproven. It 
would be wise to keep the bubbly on ice a 
while longer.

to be reduced dramadcally-if I995’s political 
trends continue in places such as Russia, • 
Poland, Hungary, Slovakia, Bulgaria and 
Lithuania. -.■• ■' • ' - 

In each of these nominally “free” nations, 
so-called “red-brown alliances" of.outright 
communists, renamed former communists, and 
extreme nationalists have scored impressive 
electoral - gains as yoters express their displea- 
sure with the hardships that accompany transi- 
tion to a market economy. 

Another anti -democratic movement that 
continued to rally in 1995 was Islamic’IUnda- ■ 
mcntalism, which sponsored terrorism to un- 
derline governments in Algeria and Pakistan 
and caused some other threatened Asian 
regimes to institute harsh police methods and 
curb political liberties. 

In the face of such determined opposition,
